the United States Steel corporation 
and close associate of Mr. Frick. 
Funeral arrangem ents, so far as 
they had been arranged, provide 
for a private service at the Frick 
home Thursday morning. The body 
then will be placed on a special 
railroad car and taken to P itts­ 
burgh for burial Friday. 
Those who gathered around the 
death bed early today, besides Mrs. 
Prick, were 
the iron 
m aster’s 
daughter, Miss Helen Frick, and 
his son and daughter-in-law, Mr. 
and Mrs. Childs Frick. 
In announcing 
the 
disposition 
which would be made of the collec­ 
tion, Mr. Gary said: 
“Mr. Frick was unusually gener­ 
ous in his benefactions, contribut­ 
ing hundreds of thousands, and ev­ 
en millions, for the benefit of oth­ 
ers, although his liberality was but 
little known. He disliked publicity 
and abhorred ostentation. 
“He was a student and lover of 
a rt and by the use of patience, 
thought and large sums of money, 
he formed one of the finest private 
collections of paintings, statuary, 
bronzes, porcelains, enamels, furni­ 
ture and other objects of art in ex­ 
istence, all of wnich. under the pro 
visions of his testam ent, will in 
due time be permanently turned 
over to the public use and enjoy­ 
ment, together 
with his 
costly 
home in New York, adequately en­ 
dowed.” 
After the death of the late J. P. 
Morgan in 191?. Mr. Frick came 
to the front as ono of the most 
en tim.dr. she and high spirited art 
collectors in the United States, if 
not in the world. 
When Hie old Lenox library at 
Fifth avenue and Seventieth street 
was torn down, Mr. Frick acquired 
the property as a fitting place for 
a private house, which would at the 
same time be a model museum. A 
handsome new building was erected 
under the personal supervision of 
Mr. Frick. 
Connoisseurs 
acquainted 
with 
his collection would not hazard a 
guess as to its value, but said it 
was worth “many, many millions." 
It is considered one of the finest 
private collections in the world, 
the W idener collection n Philadel­ 
phia being its only rival.
